The son was not at home on Saturday 
night and the two ladies, three maid servants and a 
very small black dog were a'one in the honse.

She was going to hed 
when she heard a noire in the bil room 
that sounded like some one forcing the window 
open. The new pistol was lying on the mantel- 
piece, loaded. She picked it up and 
went down Stairs to see what the 
noise was. There was a bright light burning in the 
down-stairs hall, but there was vo lightin the bill- 
iard room, the door of which was open. Miss Grace 
did not stop fo consider that any persoa in the 
billiard room could see ber while she could not see 
him. She went right into the billiard room. The 
next instant. she says, she heard a loud rt and 
felt a stinging sensation in her left arm. She fell to 
the floor and then saw a man climbing 

OUT OF THE WINDOW. 

She tried to cock her pistol with her left hand, while 
she held the butt in her right, but 
she could not because her left hand had become 
almost powerless. Then she managed to cock the 
pistol, by scraping it along the carpet. and fired a 
shot aftertheman. The two reports aroused Mrs. 
Furniss and the servants, who ran downstairs. Miss 
Grace, who bad managed to walk out into the hall, 
was leaning against the wall when her mother 
reached her. Her night dress was stained with blood 
from the wound in her erm. 

“You are shot,“ Mra. Furniss cried. 

“Don't get frightened.“ Miss Grace said 
coolly; “its only my arm. There was a burgiar. 
I fired at him, but 1 don't know if I hit him.” 

Dr. C. C. Young, who was once a surgeon in the 
army, lives just across the street, and Mrs. Furniss 
sent one Of the maids for him, while the mother was 
sent to tell the coachman to go for the family doc- 
tor. When Dr, Young arri he found that Miss 
Grace was the most col.ecte@ person in the house, 
and she told him minutely what had occurred. The 
bullet had ent through her left arm from 
right to left just above the el- 
bow and had. not injured the bone 
or any important blood vessels. While he was dress- 
ing the wound, Dr. Young suggested sending for the 
police, and the third maid-servant was accordingl 
dispatched to the police station. She came bac 
with some policemen. who spent neariy two hours in 
examining the buliard-room and in digging a bullet 
out of the billiard-room wa l. near where Miss Grace 
had fallen. bags Aga not go out into the tennis 
court, nor near the patch of woods beyond.

demanded breakfast yesterday morning, and that 
the servants gave it to him because they were 
afraid. She thought that that tramp wasthe man. 
1 shoukl not be a bit surprised for, of course, 
the burglar was not a professional. The

in the morning. You see I know. because 
fessional burglars robbed us once, and they did it 
at that hour. and then they say that professional 
burglars never attack a person mies they think 
that their own lives*Are endangered. And just to 
thiuk of it.“ Mrs. Furniss continued, “who should 
cotue bere but the Chief of Police, or somebody 
who made a great explanation, in 
which he tried to rove that 
daughter was excited and avcidemaily shot 
herself, and did not know really what had occurred. 
Why, she was perfectly cool, and knew evervthing, 
And then he said that he had seen a manwho said 
that he nad only heard one pistol shot. I distinctly 
heard two shots. The next time thet burglars come 
here, I've made up my mind tbat we il kill them onr- 
selves and not trouble the police.” 

Dr. Young says that Miss Grace f& left-handed. 
She is confined to her bed, but her wound is not dan- 
gerous.

Ex-Governor Carney Gives an Au- 
thentic History of the Fort 
Scott Matter. 


The Reminiscences of a Man Who Was 
There—*I Don’t Know That Mr. Blaine 
Got That $77,000, But-——"—Aan Interest- 
ing Interview. 


‘By Telegraph tothe Post-Dispatch. 

Kansas City, Mo., September 9.—Ex-Governor 
Thos. Carney, of Kansas, says: Blaine has a rec- 
ord to make and another te unmake. I believe 
‘that, if he is elected President, he will accomplish 
both things, and, for that reason, 1 intend to sup- 
port him. There are some things, he said at last, 
that a man knows, and yet doesn't know. He 
can't swear to them in a court of justice, yet he 
may know them as truly ashe lives He may not 
have seen certain things done, 
knows that they were done, from 
his knowledge of other facts bearing upon 


them. It is an old story andalong one. Many of 
us, who knew the truth of it, and had to do with 
the matter from beginning to end, are dead, and 
those who live are scattered all around the country. 
I don't know the whereabouts of the greater portion 
of those that are living, but if you gentlemen want 
to hear why I said that Blaine has 
A RECORD TO UNMAKE, 

I will tell you. A little while after the war, and dur- 
ing u hat is known as the reeonstruction period. 
Il, in common with many others, began tw 
look up business mattersin the Southern States 
which had lately been in rebellion. There waa, as 
we thought, a fine opportunity for developing a long 
dormant country and for making a good thing out 
of it ourselves. I went to Arkansas and looked over 
that part of the South; made a good many inquiries 
and became satisfied that it would prove a profita- 
ble thing to take up the old Little Rock and Ft. 
Smith ilway scheme and build the road, as it 
opened up a rich country to the 
westward, which no communica 
tion with the outside world, except by the 
uncertain and risky navigation of the Arkansas 
River. The more I thought of the plan, the bet 
ter it seemec and finally a lot of us got together and 
formed a combination, included tenator Bowen, 
now of Colorado; Governor Powell Clayton, Alex. 
McDonald, Senator Rice, and others, whom I cannot 
now recall - Of course, with Powell Claytonin the 
Governor's chair, there was no doubt about our 
being able to get State aid for our enterprise; and, 
in fact, soon after we had organized, the State 

ranted us $10,000 per mile, in What were known as 
the 

STATE AID BONDS. 

T put into the enterprise $25,000 in cash; the others 
associated with me took different amounts, I don't 
remember how much, but at all events, we got 
ready and began to build the road. That is the first 
part of my connection with the enterprise. When 
we were fairly under way we encountered, through 
carelbeanens and mismanagement, a grave obstacie. 
We had received and divided up the securities voted 
us by the State, We had divided up our stocks 
and bonds and every man had 
a chest full of securities, but 
the road was not built, and we had no money left. 
Powell Clayton had proved a 

BAD POLITICAL MANAGER, 

and the State was about to be wrested by the Demo- 
rats from the hands of our friends, and here we 

had those State bonds in our possession and no road 
to show for them, or, at least, no completed road. 

You can imagine that we felt that we were in a box. 
Our hardest blow, however, was the last one. Our 

-time for completing the road was 
nearly up. an the United States land 
grant, a wagnificent one, would expire, 30 
soon that we became nervous about it. In fact, we 
were in deep water all around, and if this United 
States land grant should lapse. we would just about

GORTSCHAKOFF'S T AL 1sM AN, 


A Diamond Ring Carried Into the Cof- 
fin by the Great Russian, 
From Every Other Saturday. 

One item in the will of the late Prince Gort- 
schakoff created some little curiosity in the 
court circles of St. Petersburg. it had been 
observed that the prince had always worn upon 
the little finger of his left hand a gold ring of 

apparently small value. It had evidently been 
a woman's ring, for it bad once been ornament- 
ed with a cluster of small stones, which had 
— since disappeared, Jeaving the empty un- 
htly place they had once occupied marked by 

2 spot upon the hoop, the latter bei 
itself worn almost Sou tea of gold, whic 
still, however, clung to the bony finger, kept in 
its place by the knotted joint above it. The 
importance attached to this ornament by the 
old prince can be judged when it is known that 
in bis will he directed his executors to see that 
he was buried with his ring upon his finger. 

It was only shortly before the prince’s death 
that he disclosed the secret of the ring to his 
second son, Prince Constantine. It had been 
“— him as long ago as 1860, when ho ueen 

ortense was induced by his aulvice to leave 
Florence before incurring the humiliation of 
being driven hence by the Tuscan government, 
which had declared itself the mortal enemy of 
every individual allied to the Bonaparte fainily.
